On peut bien sûr se demander pourquoi le roi de l’Atlantide n'a pas eu le même suc- 
cès que le barbare cimmérien. Oumpah-Pah avait pour créateurs René Goscinny et 
Albert Uderzo, il a pourtant été viré du journal Tintin, quelques années plus tard 
Astérix des mêmes auteurs se vendait à des millions d'exemplaires. Pourquoi ? 


Sans doute parce que l'identification des lecteurs avec le monde d'Astérix était plus 
évident qu'avec celui du guerrier des Shavashavas. C'est peut-être un peu la même 
chose avec Conan les noms des régions du monde hyboréen font parfois penser aux
